6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  sums  of  moT^ey 
in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of  taxes  for  the  civ  ent 
year  and  to  issue  in  the  name  of  the  Town  neg  .lable 
notes,  the  aforesaid  notes  to  be  paid  during  the  current 
year  from  taxes  collected  during  the  year. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  not  to  exceed  $100.00  to  carry  on  White 
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Pine  Blister  Rust  Control  in  Kingston.     Work  to  be  per- 
formed by  the  State  Resources  Development  Division. 

8.  Truck  #1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $11,000.00  to  pur- 
chase a  truck,  plow  and  wing  to  replace  the  1959  Chev- 
rolet, the  1959  Chevrolet  to  be  traded  toward  the  new 
truck;  such  sum  to  be  raised  through  the  issuance  of 
notes  over  a  period  of  three  years;  and  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  determine  the  date  and  place  of  payment 
of  such  notes  and  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  there- 
on, and  to  take  such  other  steps  as  may  be  necessary 
to  negotiate  such  notes  as  shall  be  to  the  best  interests 
of  the  Town  of  Kingston.

interest  thereon,  and  to  take  such  other  steps  as  may 
be  necessary  to  negotiate  such  notes  as  shall  be  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  Town  of  Kingston.

Article  2.  The  meeting  opened  at  eight  o'clock  on 
Mar.  15,  1967.  Prayer  was  given  by  Father  Vickery.  The

It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectman 
and  Treasurer  to  borrow  sums  of  money  in  anticipation  of 
the  collection  of  taxes  for  the  current  year  and  to  issue 
in  the  name  of  the  Town  negotiable  notes,  the  aforesaid 
notes  to  be  paid  during  the  current  year  from  taxes  col- 
lected during  the  year. 

Article  4.  Motion  made  and  seconded  by  the  Select- 
men that  the  Town  vote  to  ratify  and  confirm  the  action  of 
the  Selectmen  in  conveying  to  Maurice  and  Minnie  Hoyt, 
the  premises  previously  taken  from  them  by  the  Town  for 
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non-payment  of  taxes,  the  consideration  for  the  convey- 
ance being  payment  in  full  of  all  taxes  in  arrears  plus 
statutory  interest  and  penalties.    Motion  was  carried. 

Article  5.    Voted  to  take  up  Article  6  before  Article  5. 

Article  6.  Mr.  Friend  made  amotion  that  the  Town 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $50,000.00  to  finance  the 
construction  of  a  fire  station  at  South  Kingston  to  cost 
$15,000.00  and  a  two  story  addition  to  the  existing  Cen- 
tral Fire  Station  to  cost  $35,000.00  such  sum  to  be  raised 
by  the  issuance  of  serial  notes  under  and  in  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  (  N.  H. 
RSA  33)  and  any  amendments  thereto,  and  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  issue  and  negotiate  such  notes,  the 
discretion  of  fixing  the  date,  maturities,  denominations, 
the  interest  or  discount  rate,  place  of  payment,  form  and 
other  details  of  said  notes  and  of  providing  for  the  sale 
thereof  to  be  delegated  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  as 
shall  be  in  the  interest  of  the  Town,  and  to  pass  any 
vote  relating  thereto.

NICHOLS  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 
ANNUAL  REPORT  EOR  1967 


As  the  town  grows  we  continue  to  have  more  and 
more  new  borrowers  in  both  adult  and  juvenile  depart- 
ments.   Reference  work  is  on  the  upward  trend. 

Crowded  conditions  continue  to  be  the  paramount 
problem.  The  lowest  shelves  in  the  stacks  have  to  be 
used  for  books  and  they  are  not  easily  accessible. 

A  total  of  1,644  books  were  borrowed  from  the  Book- 
mobile to  supplement  our  collection.  One  hundred  four- 
teen books  were  borrowed  by  special  request  from  the 
State    Library. 

A  grant  of  $100  was  received  from  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  for  the  purchase  of  reference  books. 

Income  from  the  Pine  Tree  Grange  Trust  Fund  was 
used  to  purchase  American  Heritage  History  of  Colonial 
Antiques  and  American  Heritage  History  of  the  Thirteen 
Colonies. 

Several  Classes  from  Bakie  School  and  Holiday 
Kindergarten,  accompanied  by  their  teachers,  visited  the 
library.  These  visits  are  worthwhile,  for  the  pupils  be- 
come acquainted  at  an  early  age  with  the  benefits  and 
facilities  of  the  library. 

Mrs.  Gertrude  Semple,  assistant  librarian,  attended 
several  of  the  meetings  of  the  Southeast  District  Ad- 
visory Council  during  the  year.  Book  buying  meetings 
of  this  district  were  attended  by  both  the  librarian  and 
assistant  librarian. 

Words    are   inadequate   in   praise  of  the   good   work 
done    by    the    Friends    of   the    Library.     During  National 
Library  Week  they  sponsored  a  program  on  "Contempory

POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  FOR  1967 


In  1967  the  Police  Department  was  increased  from 
16  to  19  members,  due  to  a  greater  demand  for  our  ser- 
vices. 

Eleven  members  of  the  Department  were  graduated 
from  the  Rockingham  County  Police  Training  Academy 
at  Talbot  Gymnasium,  Exeter,  New  Hampshire  on  Sunday, 
January  22,  1968.  This  school  started  on  May  16,  1967 
and  included  80  hours  of  intensive  police  training.  We 
are  most  grateful  to  the  Rockingham  County  Sheriff's 
Department  for  making  this  opportunity  available  to  the 
police  officers  of  Kingston. 

The  police  blue  phone  system  was  installed  in  Sept. 
and  has  proved  very  beneficial  in  providing  faster  service. 
Blue  phones  are  at  the  following  locations:  Earl  S.  Carter, 
Gerald  Carson,  Andrew  Christie,  Walter  S.  Clark  &  Sons, 
Earl  Marcotte,  Neil  Parker  and  Cyrus  Spinella.  Calling

The  Kingston  Police  Department  covered  57  auto- 
mobile accidents  and  assisted  in  a  triple  fatal.  We  work- 
ed a  total  of  2,262  hours  and  traveled  15,365  miles  in 
performing  the  following  services:

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


The  Fire  Department  responded  to  a  total  of  127 
calls  from  January  1,  1967  to  December  31,  1967.  Thirty 
four  calls  were  for  fires  and  93  were  for  the  rescue 
wagon.  Of  these  fire  calls,  three  were  to  give  assis- 
tance to  other  Fire  Departments.    Two  were  false  alarms. 

The  annual  fire  school  in  Fitzwilliam  was  attended 
by  nine  members  from  our  department.  Several  courses 
were  taken  so  that  we  who  did  not  go  could  benefit  from 
their  reports. 

During  the  year,  much  has  been  accomplished.  Num- 
erous meetings  were  held  to  determine  what  we  would 
build  for  a  station  in  South  Kingston,  what  kind  of  fire 
truck  would  be  best  suited  for  us,  and  plans  studied  for 
the  addition  to  the  Central  Station. 

The  South  Kingston  station  was  the  first  project 
started  and  is  now  com.pleted.  The  bid  was  given  to 
John  Palmer  &  Son,  Plaistow,  N.H. 

After  several  weeks  of  looking  over  fire  trucks  both 
here  and  at  other  departments,  the  new  truck  bid  was 
awarded  to  Ward-LaFrance  Co.,  and  is  now  in  the  process 
of  being  built.  We  expect  it  to  be  delivered  in  March. 
With  the  arrival  of  the  new  truck,  it  will  give  us  five 
pieces  of  equipment  plus  the  rescue  wagon.  Two  of  these 
wili  bo  stationed  in  South  Kingston  and  the  rest  at  the 
C(;ntral    station. 

Tiie  bi(J  for  the  acJdition  to  the  Central  station  was 
awardcKJ  to  John  Palmer  &  Son.  Work  has  already  started 
und  should  be  compl(!Lod  [)y  late  spring.  With  this  ad- 
(lil.Kjri  and  l\\{\  South  Kingston  station,  we  can  assure 
you  that  it  will  be  many  years  bel'ore  wo  will  bo  in  need 
of  any  rnor<!  construction.
